pean governments are in gen- 
eral agreement that the use of 
atomic weapons, even small tac- 
tical types, should not be left 
to the discretion of the military. 
They contend this must be a 
policy decision since it involves 
the possible risk of reprisal raids 
on Western cities. 

The military argument is that 
a sudden Communist aggression 
would have to be countered 
quickly and fully if defense is to 
be effective. A commander could 
not wait for 14 governments to 
meet, debate and decide. 

If atomic weapons are vetoed, 
the military men say, the West 
will have to increase greatly the 
strength of its forces. 

Any proposals to increase the 
manpower quotas, however, are 
expected to meet strong opposi- 
tion from council members on 
the ground that larger draft 
calls, longer terms military 
service and higher taxes will be 
unpopular with the voters.

TOKYO, Dec. 15 (AP) — The | 
Moscow radio hinted in a broad- | 
cast yesterday that Japan can 
make peace and do business with 
the Soviet Union and Red China 
without breaking its alliance 
with the United States. 

The broadcast distributed 
here today, came only two days | 
after new Foreign Minister 
Mamoru Shigemitsu said Japan | 
would like a settlement with the | 
Communists if it would not} 
“prejudice our basic collabora- | 
tion with the free nations.” 


Peaceful Co-existence. 

The Red broadcast denied that 
Communist policy insists on Ja- 
pan breaking with the United 
States and other nations as a 
price for peace and added: 

“The principle of Soviet and 
Chinese foreign policy is the 
peaceful co-existence of all na- 
tions with different social sys- 
tems and promotion of actual | 
business relationships with all | 
nations, including Japan.” 

The statement by Moscow ra- 
dio commentator Ivan Portav- 
sky, was translated into Jap- 
anese and beamed specially to 
Tokyo. 

Portavsky’s commentary was 
primarily an interpretation of 
the joint Soviet-Red China 
statement on Japan Oct. 11 and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Molo- 
tov’s statement to the Japanese 
newspaper Chubu Nippon last | 
September. H 

It was mainly negative — ex- 
plaining what he said the state- 
ments did not mean. However. 
the interpretations did hint at a 
shift in Soviet policy toward 
Japan. 

Vassal State. 

Until now, the Communist 
powers have called Japan a 
“vassal state,” still “semi-occu- | 
pied” and “trampled on” by the 
United States — and hence un- 
able to conclude a true peace 
treaty with the Red nations. 

The Oct. 11 joint statement by | 
the Reds was a blast against 
American policy in Japan and a 
hopeful wish for the Japanese 
to start, “freeing themselves 
from dependence on a foreign | 
power,” as a first step toward | 
“normal relations.” 

The September Molotov state- | 
ment was an appeal for normal 
relations with Japan — but one | 
couched in generalities open to | 
many interpretations. | 

Japan’s new administration | 
under Prime Minister Hatoyama | 
and Foreign Minister Shigemitsu | 
has taken a much more liberal | 
stand toward negotiation with 
the Reds than former Premier | 
Yoshida, who resigned last 
week. 

“Some difficulties lie ahead in 
this matter,” Portavsky added, 
“but they are not at all insur- 
mountable.” |

First Democratic Reac- 
tion to Basic Planks 
of Eisenhower Pro- 
gram Favorable.

1. A new Asian aid program 
Senator Styles Bridges disclosed 
that this will be “modest in 
amount” but big enough to do 
the job. Another source said it 
tentatively. calls for several hun- 
dred million dollars. Consider- 
able debate is expected. 

2. New military reserve plan 
—Young men would have option 
of six months basic training plus 
914 years in reserves, or two 
years active duty and six years 
in the reserves. 

3. Liberalized trade program 
—This urges presidential au- 
thority to cut tariffs sharply 
over a three-year period. A con- 
gressional leader said that Mr. 
Eisenhower gave this extremely 


high priority. Johnson is said 


to have told the President the 
Democrats were ready to back 
this last year but that Repub- 
licans sidetracked it. Consider- 
able controversy is expected. 

4. Pay Increases — Informed 
sources said the Administration 
will propose 5 to 6 per cent in- 
creases for both the civil serv- 
ice and the military.

5. Minimum. Wage — One of 
the conferees disclosed that the

U.S. NOW MAY AGREE 
TO TRADE FOR AIRMEN 


State Department Reverses Position, Says 
‘Concern Is to Get Our People 
Safely Home.’ 


| WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP) 
A State Department spokes- 
man indicated today the United 
[States might consider an offer 
it Red China makes one —for an 
exchange of the Americans held 
by the Chinese Communists and 
ithe Chinese students now denied 
permission to leave the United 
States. 

Press Officer Lincoln White 
modified the line he had taken 
i yesterday in discussing a possi- 
ible exchange. He said at that 
time that a swap was ruled out, 
and that “no deal is involyed.” 

Today he told newspaper men 
[that “our concern is to get our 

| people safely home.” 

White also said that yesterday 
che was trying to make a distine- 
tion between the status of Chi- 

i nese students in this country 
and the cases of the 11 Amer- 
i ican airmen who have been im- 
| prisoned by the Reds for two 
| years “in violation of the Ko- 
irean armistice agreement.” 

| White’s contention was that 
ithe airmen had been held il- 
llegally by the Communists 
whereas the United States had 
i treated the students in a per- 
| fectly proper manner. 

| Throughout the press confer- 
i ence, in response to questions, 
| White repeatedly stated that 
there had been no offer of an 
| exchange either officially or un- 
officially from the Chinese Com- 
munists. He said he could not 
predict what type of offer they 
might make and could not there- 
fore say what might be done 
about it. 

Speaking of Americans—civil- 


ian as well as military— Who 


— been improperly held in 
Red China, White said there are 
57 of these altogether. In this 
country 35 students are still here 
who have applied to go to Red 
[China. 

| A reporter observed that 

White’s comments indicated that 
| if an offer of exchange was made 
by the Chinese Communists, it 
| would be pretty carefully looked 
at.“ 

White replied that would de- 
pend entirely on the nature of 
the offer and the circumstances 
as of that moment.” 
The Government has been 
i giving study to the cases of the 
35 Chinese students. 

A check showed screening of 
| the cases has been completed 
and all that remains to be done 
is for the Departments of State 
and Justice to make a joint an- | 
alysis and decision. 

Allies who are actively trying | 
to help the United States win 
freedom for the flyers—coun- 
tries like Britain and Canada— 
are reported to have urged a 
decision to let the students go. 
The argument for such a de- 
i cision goes like this: The United 
[States already is in a strong 
moral position to demand before 
[the world that Red China re- 
| lease the flyers, so why permit 
| Peiping to becloud the issue 

with accusations that the 35 stu- 
}dents are being held as hos- 
tages? 
| The 35 students are all that 
are left of 430 Chinese who in- 
i dicated some years ago they 
wanted to go home. More than 
4000 of their compatriots elected 
to stay in the United States after 
| China fell to the Communists. 
| The students got to the United 
States in the first place to pur- 
sue their higher educations. 
Most of them acquired technical 
skills which could be useful to 
the Reds—such as radar opera- 
tion and technique—but none is 
known to be a specialist in the 
atomie field.

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NEHRU . MESSAGE 
SENT TO PEIPING 


NEW DELHI, Dec. 15 (AP)— 
An India Government spokesman 
confirmed today that Prime Min- 
ister Nehru has sent a message 
to Red Chinese Premier Chou 
En-lai concerning the 11 Amer- 


ican airmen Peiping has impris- 
oned on spy charges. 

The spokesman declined to 
give any details of the message 
or its handling except to say it 
was sent “several days ago” 

through the Indian Embassy in 
the Chinese capital. 


The statement was issued 
when the spokesman was asked 
about reports that Nehru had 
suggested Chou might find it 
useful to agree to U.N. Secre- 
tary General Dag Hammarsk- 
jold’s cabled request for a meet- 
ing in Peiping: 


The New Delhi newspaper 
Statesman said Nehru asked 
Chou to receive Hammarskjold. 
The U.N. General Assembly 
directed Hammarskjold last Fri- 
day to negotiate with’ Peiping 
for the release of the airmen. 
The assembly also a ae a mo- 
tion, presented by the United 
States and its 15 4 allies, 
condemning the Chinese Com- 
munists for imprisoning the 
men. The Chinese have not re- 
plied to Hammarskjold’s request. 
It was learned, meanwhile, 
that Nehru planned to discuss 
the case with V. X. Krishna 
Menon, India’s chief delegate to 
the U.N., who arrived in New 
Delhi last night.

SEC Halts Series of Questions by Op- 
ponents Who Argue Point Is Im- 
portant to Decision.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15—The 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission refused today to hear 
testimony on whether the Dixon- 
Yates power deal is a defense 
contract. 

The SEC ruling appeared to 
rule out testimony only on 
whether the terms of the con- 
tract themselves make it a de- 
fense contract, and to leave open 
the possibility to question wheth- 
er prior negotiations were based 
on defense needs. 

The point is important be- 
cause several unusual features 
of the long-disputed power con- 
tract have been justified on the 
ground it will supply power “to 
be utilized by the government 
itself for a purpose related in 
the main to defense.” 

Stops Series of Questions. 

Chairman Ralph H. Demmler 
of the SEC made the ruling in 
cutting off a series of questions 
asked by Joseph Volpe Jr., 
counsel for the state of Tennes- 
see and a group of other Dixon- 
Yates opponents. Volpe had 
asked James M. Barry, chair- 
man of the executive committee 
of the Southern Co., 21 per cent 
partner in the utility syndicate, 
to itemize features of the con- 
tract that were justified on de- 
fense grounds. 

Demmler ruled: “In our view, 
this contract speaks for itself as 
regards its relation to national 
defense, and the opinion of this 
witness on that point are ir- 
relevant and immaterial.” 

Volpe sought to argue the 
issue. He protested that this 
was a critical question in the 
current hearings and said it 
would save time if he could 
have a ruling. 

“You've had it,” Demmler 
told him, “so will you go on 
with your cross-examination?” 

Jurisdiction. Limited. 


At another point, Demmler 
said: “This contract as such is 
not before the commission for 
approval, and with respect to its 
purposes it must speak for it- 
self.” 

Demmler then sustained ob- 
jections to Volpe's questions as

It is evident that the decision 
on whether to plan and organize 
for the atomic battléfield cannot 
be delayed.

He makes it clear that, if the 
circumstances ever required, he 
would put his refusal in such 
con@lusive terms that he would 
make Sherman’s famous rejec- 
tion seem like a quibble.

A Record to Be Made 


The Missouri Legislature's regular biennial 
session will meet in a scant three weeks. A 
Democratic Senate will be teamed with a Demo- 
cratic Hous®. Between them they can work 
wonders for the cause of progress and reform 
in the St. Louis metropolitan area if only they 
have the will. : 

Here is a list of some of the major items that 
lie in the special realm of the Legislature: 


Home Rule in City Hall: If the City of St. 
Louis is to operate economically and at full effi- 
ciency it must have authority to control com- 
pletely the spending and hiring policies of those 
patronage offices that constitute the “county” 
laver of local government. 

That is the bare minimum in this playground 
of ward leaders, precinct captains and lesser fry. 
If the Legislature really wants to help St. Louis 
it will permit the Board of Aldermen to regroup 
the offices in the county layer and combine them 
with existing municipal offices so as to save the 
taxpayer every possible penny. , 

Home Rule in the Public Schools: This means 
“unit control,” that is, a school system admin- 
istered by one head, not by four independent 
and competing executives as at present. The best 
legislation in this field probably would be broad- 
ly permissive. That would enable the School 
Board to set up its own organization as de- 
manded by St. Louis taxpayers. 

In any event the school system must obtain re- 
peal of such costly laws as that requiring it to 
maintain a captive architectural division, er even 
an independent building commissioner. These 
luxuries are draining hard-to-come-by tax money 
from the classrooms. 

Home Rule in Parking: Here St. Louis needs 
two specific laws. One would give it authority to 
condemn residential property for off-street park- 
ing. A second would permit it to use parking 
meter revenues to retire revenue bonds issued 
for construction of parking facilities. If the op- 
position of the private parking lot operators is 
assessed as the special interest that it is, there 
should be no difficulty in enacting these 
measures. 

Home Rule in Voting: If voting machines are 
to be made to pay for themselves in St. Louis 
the Election Board will heed more freedom to 
act. Specifically it will need authority to in- 
crease the size of precincts from 500 voters to 
perhaps 750. It also will need approval to cut 
the number of precinct officials from six to four. 


Help for St. Louis County: The county, which 
is growing by leaps and bounds, needs special 
legislation. It needs first, an enabling act lead- 
ing to the Nonpartisan Court Plan. Second, it 
needs a statute directing St. Louis County Water 
Co, to fluoridate the water supply in the interest 
of reduced dental decay in children’s teeth. 
Third, it needs authority to issue revenue bonds 
to acquire and expand the water system in the 
public interest if it ever becomes necessary, 


Help for the Bi-State Agency: The Missouri 
Legislature ought to go at least as far as the Il- 
linois Legislature in defining Bi-State's province. 
Specifically, this valuable agency needs from 
Missouri authority to “buy” bridges, among other 
things. This lack has clouded its efforts to negoti- 
ate a deal on the McKinley bridge, and it should 
be remedied at once. Such a grant would cost 
not one red cent. 

When Democratic members of the House cau- 
cused late last month the party's state chairman, 
‘Wilbur F. Daniels of Fayette, urged them to 
write a good legislative record and thereby help 
the party to victory in 1956. | 

Voters in the St. Louis metropolitan area— 
and especially’ in the city which turned in a 
70,000-vote majority for Mr. Daniels’s party in 
November—will be watching the compilation of 
that record very closely. It could have an im- 
portant bearing on their tax burden, and that 
is where many of them are extremely and prop- 
erly sensitive.

Spoils in the Place of Merit 

Thanks to The Washington Post publie atten- 
tion has been called to the fact that the Civil 
Service Commission has removed the post of 
deputy United States marshal, of whith there 
are 600, from the merit system. The action was 
taken a month ago, but the Civil Service Com- 
mission made no announcement at the time. 
When The Washington Post made it a matter for 
public notice, the commission acknowledged the 
change had been ordered. 

The purpose is clear enough. It is to fill these 
deputy marshal posts, as they become vacant, 
with political appointees outside the civil service 
system. Since the order protects those now 
serving, there is no expectation of making a lot 
of jobs available at this time. The intent is 
merely to turn the deputy jobs into spoils ap- 
pointments when they do open up, 

It is hard to square this with the avowed pur- 
pose of the Eisenhower Administration to raise 
the standard of the public service. It is hard to 
harmonize it with the professional career of the 
chairman of the Civil Service Commission, Philip 
Young, former dean of the Business School at 
Columbia University. We wonder how much 
President Eisenhower knows about this? We 
wonder if he would not oppose it sharply—if he 
were to find out about it?

Students for Flyers? 

Canada, Britain and other allies are reported 
to be advising the United States to grant exit 
visas for 35 Chinese students being detained in 
this country. It looks to us like good advice. 

The issue of the 35 students was raised by a 
Peiping radio broadcast in a way which hinted 
that the Chinese Communists might be interested 
in trading“ American flyers imprisoned in Chi- 
na for action on the students, A State Depart- 
ment spokesman promptly announced that “there 
will be no deal.” 

This may be what the spokesman has to say 
(or thinks he has to say) in order to keep the 
Knowlands and other firebrands off his neck. 
But if the release of the students could assure 
the release of all Americans illegally detained in 
China, it would be folly not to make the ex- 
change, with or without the face-saving trim- 
mings which diplomacy knows how to attach. 

Certainly it is true that the flyers and the 
students are not in comparable situations. The 


- flyers are in jail, facing varying terms of im- 


prisonment; the students are free to move 
around the United States so long as they report 
regularly to immigration officers. The flyers are 


prisoners of war, subject to international law 


and to the Korean armistice agreement, whereas 
the students are civilians enjoying the privilege 
of studying in America—a privilege whose terms 
can be fixed by the Government which grants it. 

Nevertheless the United States has little if 
any apparent justification for holding in this 
country Chinese students who definitely want to 
go home. The Government has ecknowledged 
this, in effect, by granting exit visas within the 
past year to 27 students who had previously 
been denied them. 

»The 35 remaining cases are said to have been 
held up because the students in question have 
acquired knowledge or skills which might be 
used against this country. But in the absence of 
actual warfare that is not a persuasive reason 
for enforcing exile upon students who came 
here before the Communist seizure of power in 
their homeland, and who now want to go back. 


Did Red China precipitate the crisis over the 


flyers just to get these students released? That 
seems incredible, but it is of course possible. 
Whatever Peiping's motives, however, the United 
States must be sure of its own position. The 
truth is that we do not hold a strong position in 
detaining the students. Our strong moral case in 
demanding the return of the flyers would be 
even stronger if the Chinese did not have this 
pretext for confusing the issue.

The Bill of Rights—that part of the United 
States Constitution which protects American citi- 
zens against dictatorial acts of many kinds—was 
adopted Dec. 15, 1791.

Mr. Hays, one of the ablest New York lawyers 
of his generation, spent most of his time in 
the last quarter century to serving as general 
counsel of the American Civil Liberties Union.

The chances of getting involved in an 
accident increase all the time. 

Thus, a 
successful attack on this very big prob- 
lem has to focus on the accident itself, 
the crash, the smashup. 

At our laboratory we are finding out 
a great deal about automobile accidents 
and what happens to the men, women 
and children involved. We get our data 
by reproducing accidents in such a man- 
ner that the action of the passengers 
during the violent stop can be carefully body contact.

Our accident victims are 
especially two veterans called the Thic 
Man and Half Pint .

But no offer that had to be 
taken seriously has ever been 
forthcoming and, therefore, the 
Western ‘powers have concluded 
that in fact the real policy of the 
Soviet Union is not German re- 
unification but the maintenance 
of the Red Army in Eastern 
Germany. 

Never in all these years has 
Mr. Molotov made an offer 
which German opinion would 
insist upon taking seriously. He 
has never gone beyond general 
statements designed to encour- 
age Dr. Adenauer’s opponents in 
Germany to hope—not to know 
—that at the next conference he 
would make the kind of serious 
offer that he did not make at 
the previous conference.

For Full Explanation. 


The decision to rearm West- 
ern Germany in NATO is a de- 
cision to accept as permanent 
for the life of the agreement 
the existing partition of Ger- 
many. To argue that the ratifi- 
cation of German rearmament is 
going to lead soon to a confer- 
ence in which Germany will be 
reunified is to become vulner- 
able to the campaign which Mr. 
Molotov is conducting. Mr. Mo- 
lotov has only to do what he is 
doing: to keep saying “No” em- 
phatically. 

The West would be less vul- 
nerable to his campaign if the 
hard reality of the London 
accords, which is that Germany 
cannot now be reunited, were 
fully explained to the people by 
Western Europe. 

The dialogue with Mr. Molo- 
tov would be less confusing if 
it were made plainer than it 
now is what the West means 
and what it does not mean by 
a conference after ratification. 

What the West means is a 
conference to promote the co- 
existence of the two Germanys 
and the two Europes: to lessen 
the tension between them, per- 
haps to reduce the armed forces 
near the Iron Curtain, to in- 
crease the commercial and cul- 
tural intercourse. 


No Plans for Reunification. 


It would not be a conference 
to reunite Germany and Europe. 
It would not be that kind of 
conference because no concrete 
terms are now known on which 
a conference could negotiate 
seriously. 

The day will come when the 
partition of Germany wil end. 
But that day is not now visible, 
and there are no plans for that 
day and there are no indications 
of the existence of any plans 
for such a day in Moscow, Lon- 
don, Paris and Washington. 

The partition of Germany, 
having lasted for 10 years, has 
become a vested interest not 
only of all the great powers of 
the East and the West but also 
in high degree of the two Ger- 
manys themselves. 

Unless something immense 
happens which is now unforesee- 
able, the ending of the partition 
of Germany cannot now come 
about by a four-power agree- 
ment at a conference.

The annual Christmas con- 
cert of the St. Louis Bach Fes- 
tival Chorus was given last 
night at the Opera House under 
the direction of William Heyne. 
It was another evening ‘of the 
choral miracles one has come to 
expect from Dr. Heyne. His 
complete control over the 164- 
voice chorus and also the 45- 
piece orchestra was in evidence 
at all times. At the end the 
orchestra smilingly refused the 
conductor’s, gesture to stand, 
but continued to join the audi- 
ence in applause for him. 

The disappointment of the 
evening was the attendance. 
Such a rich musical experience, 
inspirational in both sound and 
sight, deserved an audience of 
more than 1900 persons. 

First half of the program was 
by the strings of the orchestra, 
which was recruited mainly 
from the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra. An arrangement of 
the Adagio from Bach's C Major 
Toccata, the Christmas Concerto 
of Corelli and the “Prelude, to 
Christmas Carol” of Brahms 
Were the selections. The Corelli 
work was instilled with the con- 
trasting joy and solemnity of 
the religious meaning of Christ- 
mas. The most celestial sounds 
of the occasion perhaps, came as 
the orchestra played the music 
of Brahms and the singers, off 
Stage, answered with the Prae- 
torius words “Lo, how a Rose 
eier Blooming.” The antiphonal 
arrangement was by Dr. Heyne. 
After intermission; chorus and 
orchestra joined forces for a 
succession of 24 Christmas 
carols, songs and excerpts from 
major choral works. These came 
after the singers, bearing electric 
tapers, filed through the audi- 
torium and onto the stage. 

The selections were pro- 
grammed by Dr. Heyne to ex- 
press chronologically the events 
connected with the Birth of 
Christ. The women's portion of 
the chorus was, in general, more 
impressive in balances and sing- 
ing spirit than the male choirs. 
The men, however, were particu- 
larly impressive on the modal 
Pur Brother Is Born“ by Pur- 
vis.

OUT AS BAK ROBBER 


Trial Witness Identifies 
William C. Higgins as San- 
doval (Ill.) Holdup Man. 


William C. Higgins, a former 
convict, today was identified in 
United States District Court at 
East St. Louis as the armed man 
who obtained $11,561 in a dar- 
ing robbery of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Sandoval, III., 
Oct. 21. 

Harry Todd, cashier of the 
bank, pointed out Higgins at 
the opening of the trial of Hig- 
gins and a co-defendant, Tru- 
man Corcoran, before a jury in 
the court of Judge Fred L. 
Wham. 

The witness said Higgins was 
the man, wearing sunglasses and 
coveralls, who confronted him 
with a pistol in the doorway of 
Todd’s office in the bank. Todd 
said he had been pointed out as 
a bank officer by a clerk, at 
the request of Higgins. 

“He held the pistol partly con- 
cealed in his hands, with only 
part of the barrel showing,” Todd 
told the jury. “There was a pa- 
per bag under his arm, and he 
told me to ‘fill it.’ 

“We went behind the tellers’ 
cages, and I placed currency in 
the bag,” Todd continued. “Then 
we went to the vault, and I 
dumped some more currency into 
the bag. The robber, mean- 
while, had ordered the clerks 
and tellers to stay where they 
were. 

“He asked me for the keys to 
an automobile parked outside 
the bank. I told him I did not 
have the keys and he left. He 
stuck his head in the door and 
said, ‘Nobody move for five min- 
utes.’ Through a window, I saw 
him run away.” 

Higgins and Corcoran were ar- 
rested 90 minutes after the hold- 
up in a tavern seven blocks from 
the bank. The bag containing the 
loot was found in an automobile 
owned by Higgins. Both men de- 
nied knowledge of the holdup. 

Higgins, 35 years old, an ad- 
vertising salesman, lives in Tren- 
ton, III. Corcoran, a welder, said 
his home is in Grand Rapids, 
Mich. He is 30 years old. 

Sandoval is in Marion county, 
about 60 miles east of St. Louis.

married couple to learn how to handle their finances suc- 
‘¢essfully. Unfortunately, a good many marriages don’t last 
that long. They end in the divorce court long before the 
seven years are up. It is only common sense for a young 
couple to begin to work intelligently on this financial 
problem, even before the wedding, and to keep it up forever 
after. Once they are properly organized for this purpose, 
they will have little trouble. 
Mrs. M. is apparently still floundering. Although she 
has been married eight years, she asks me, “Do you think 
that a wife should have an allowance to buy her clothes?” 


J: TAKES seven years, says an authority, for the average

FOR ANYTHING that a family needs, there ought to 
be provisions in the budget. If it needs a home, there 
should be provision for the rent. Because it needs to eat, 


there should be provisions for buying the groceries. Isn't it 


equally obvious that if the family has to wear clothes, there 
must be an allowance for the purpose? : 

Nothing could be more foolish than to drift along from 
month to month and year to year without any idea of what 
yon need to buy and how you're going to pay for it. The 
first thing for any couple to do is to set up a budget. Not 
more than half of the married couples in the country do this. 
Others refuse because they somehow think it is too much 
trouble. But it’s not having a budget that makes the trouble. 

When you start, you will want to set up items to cover 

all the necessary expenses. Certainly clothes are as neces- 
‘gary as anything else. If the wife keeps track of her ex- 
penditures for clothes over six months or a year, she will 
have a fair idea of how large an allowance should be made 
for them. Her husband should do the same. 

Some studies show that the average man spénds more 
for clothes than does his wife. This is often the case in 
the middle years of marriage when the man feels that it 
is necessary to dress well for business reasons. If they have 
adolescent daughters, the wife frequently cuts down on her 
own clothing allowance so that she may dress her daughters 
better. The only sensible thing is to keep track of expendi- 
tures and see that everyone gets a fair share. 

x X * 

IN ADDITION to budget provisions for clothes and 
other necessities, every member of the family should have 
an independent allowance to be spent without accounting. 
It may be small or large, depending on the family’s income, 
but every member should have at least a little money with 
which he can do exactly as he pleases and no questions 
asked. The wife who has to beg her husband for a few 
cents or chisel it out of the grocery money in some way, 
is not living in a home that is run on a business-like basis. 

This matter of handling the budget is really very 
simple, if people will talk over the matter calmly, know what 
they need and act accordingly. If they will do so, they will 
prevent a lot of opportunities for complaint and criticism.

WOULD like your opinion,” writes a mother. “We 
have a 6-year-old boy.

can I improve my handling of him and his problems so I can 
help him?

YOU DO NOT REPORT in your letter whether he 
{s in the first grade or not. This would be one of the first 
steps we might consider—wondering whether or not he 
might not be more comfortably placed in kindergarten.

West, who had a far sounder 
idea of the opponents’ bidding 
skill than his partner had, 
opened his singleton heart on 
the chance of finding East with 
that ace, but of course he was 
in for a disappointment. The 
trick was taken on the board 
and declarer led and passed the 
ten of trumps. South won the 
next trump lead with the jack 
and played a club to the queen. 
East won and ruffed dummy 
down with a spade. Declarer 
now tested the hearts, but when 
he saw the break, he shifted 
back to clubs, cashing the king 
and ruffing a round with the 
trump ace. Now he simply drew 
East’s last trump, the queen, and 
claimed the slam contract. 


It is very evident that West 
did his part to buy the contract, 
but East was strangely uneo- 
operative. Just why he should 
have been so complacent about 
his side’s defensive power is 
hard to understand. Surely, with 
West opening with such a high 
pre-emptive, especially when 
vulnerable, there was no earthly 
reason to feel that there would 
be a defensive spade trick nor 
was there any greater reason to 
question the validity of the 
opposing bidding. Thus, instead 
of doubling, East should have 
made 2 (relatively cheap) 
“save.” 

North's four-no-trump over- 
call of the spade shutout was of 
course the conventional demand 
for his partner’s best suit—four 
no-trump under such circum- 
stances is the equivalent of a 
huge takeout double. Incident- 
ally, it should be noted that 
North and South co-operated 

perfectly. North did not choose 
to give up the obvious chanre 
for a vulnerable slam in éx- 
change for the questionable 
profit he might get by doubling 
five spades, so he repeated his 
no-trump call, sure that his part- 
ner would 2 the new mes- 
sage. uth, as may be seen, 
did read it. He knew that North 
could not be inviting a club 
slam, because North simply 
would have bid it, so the five 
no-trump call had to be a de- 
mand for a choice between the 
red suits.

How to Read 
By Fulton J. Sheen 


EVER before in the history 
Noe the world were human 

eyes presented with more 
written words than in this our 
confused hour. 

A century ago it was be- 
lieved that print would make 
everyone wise and good, just 
as food makes a man healthy. 
But food can produce gout, and 
print can also produce intel- 
lectual indigestion. Because of 
the ahundance of words of- 
fered to the public it might be 
helpful to ponder a few sug- 
gestions on the subject. of 
reading—serious reading. 

In French, the word to read 
is lire; the word for choose 
or select is elire. 

The first rule then is: the 
best way to lire is to elire. 
Books, magazines and papers 
are like the multitudes of peo- 
ple we meet in the subway, 
the ball park, cocktail lounges 
and county fairs.. We cannot 
possibly make all of them our 
„companions, so we make a 
selection. Out of the crowd 
of books which push and shove 
themselves under our eyes, we 
have to select and extract 
those few which are fit to be 
our companions. 

As a bee makes honey only 
from a small part of the mass 
of the flower, so the mind ac- 
quires truth only from a frac- 
tion of that which is stamped 
out on a linotype machine. A 
negative way of stating the 
rule is to eliminate that which 
is non-essential and which is 
incapable of nourishing the 
mind. 


* * * 

BUT THAT brings up the 
question: But how choose? 
The second rule answers this 
question in the negative: Do 
not make it a rule only to 
read what is “just out” or 
the “book of the week.” 

This does not mean that 
these are to be excluded, but 
rather that it is not good for 


the mind to be guided by the 


principle that the latest is 
necessarily the best. 

What better proof is there 
of this than the fact that 
nothing seems as old to us 
today as the book that was 
on the best selling list three 
years ago; it seems almost as 
old and as antiquated as yes- 
terday’s newspaper. Nothing 
is a better eliminator of the 
chaff from the wheat than 
time; in its own silent way 
it swings the scythe and cuts 
down the mediocre and the 
highly advertised. 

It is not nearly as impor- 
tant to read what is just off 
the press as it is to read some- 
thing that needed to be re- 
printed after a lapse of time. 
A classic, such as the Sonnets 
of Shakespeare, means some- 
thing that has survived time 
and, therefore, is worthwhile. 


* „ 

A THIRD RULE is to avoid 
those books which excite emo- 
tions but never lead to action. 
Some books excite emotions 
and inspire action. These are 
to be cultivated for they pro- 
duce as intimate communion 
with what we read. Such was 
the effect of a book of Cicero 
on Augustine and the treatises 


of Aristotle on Aquinas. Such 
emotions are good because 
they increase our understand- 
ing of life, deepen our desire 
to do good, enlighten our 
pathways and above all spur 
us to further action. Any 
book which inspires us to lead 
a better life is a good book. 

But there are other emo- 
tions which are divorced en- 
tirely from action, truth and 
goodness, for example, a senr 
timental love story, a melo- 
drama about a fiend with 
poison. 


Emotions of fear, love, jus- 
tice, revenge, are provoked 
by what is read, but they 
never lead anywhere; they are 
passions without deeds, feel- 
ings without action. After a 
while, our heart becomes like 
the spring on n screen door 


with which a child plays by 
ming and closing it... 
„Just for fun.” 


E * * 


THE SPRING loses all its 
resiliency and eventually re- 
fuses to function. How many 
have emotions aroused with- 
out an appropriate object on 
which to operate; their emo- 
tion of love is aroused, but 
it is only a nonexistent char- 
acter; their emotion of rage 
against injustice is enkindled 
but it burns out on a page. 
Such minds become like stom- 
achs that emit gastric juices 
at the sight of food but never 
are given anything to eat! 
One of the reasons why s0 
many are left cold at the 
cruel injustices of the world, 
and are unmoved by the mul- 
tiplied tragedies, is because 
their emotions are already 
jaded and worn. When an ob- 
ject is presented on which the 
emotious ought to play, they 
are incapable of acting. If the 
time is shorter than we think, 
then it behooves man to read 
well by choosing well.
